The Motorist and Moral Responsibility 

'Is the motorist involved in an automobile accident, 
although legally absolved from guilt, still free from. ail 
moral responsibility in the same accident? 

, Might" not his attitude toward driving have pre- 
vented his making an- evasive maneuver that, al- 
though he was legally right in pursuing his regular 
course of action, would have prevented the accident 
in which another human being may have been des- 
troyed? j. , 

We, as a God-fearing nation, hold ourselves up as 
the epitome of culture and progress, yet annually we 
exact a toll of human life and suffering which would 
make the most bloodthirsty savage more than hesitate, 
and yet — cultured, intelligent, and moral as we are — 
are. heedless of this problem, more than heedless, apa- 
thetic. .We concern ourselves with saving the lives of 
people stricken with disease and spend billions of 
dollars and millions of man-hours seeking the cure of 
these diseases, yet the greatest single killer in our na- 
tion today is not disease, not war, but Traffic Acci- 
dents. There is no vaccine, no quick* inoculation which 
can cure this evil. We as a people expect government 
to protect us, yet this is far from the answer. Certain- 
ly authority can materially reduce the slaughter by 
making' the motorist drive more carefully from a fear 
of being denied .the privilege of driving. And there 
are certain drivers that can only be controlled in this 
manner, but the great majority of people involved in 
traffic fatality accidents — and accidents is a poor word 
for it for they arc not really "accidents" — are peopig 
who are ordinarily law-abiding citizens. 

The question is: Are we a nation of moral people or 
a nation of rationalized morality? We, as a social or 
culture group, are quick to condemn Infidelity, dishon- 
esty, or other violations of our mores, yet we sympa- 
thize 'witw *k* ....vtiji niw incaHs tne unnstum pre- 
cepts of tolerance and civil obedience. This may be 
due to a feeling that speeding is such a minor trans- 
gression and speed limits are not moral obligations 
and that a violator should be excused readily and even 
sympathized with.

There is nothing re- 
sembling a .guaranteed profit ' or—return,. ; Indeed, 
searching for gas and oil is one of the most (hazardous 
of all enterprises, It is also one of the most intense- 
ly competitive— the ^Federal -Power Commission es- 
timates that there are more than 5,000 separate pro- 
ducers, ■ -' ; 

i- Yet,, as a result of a Supreme Court decision 
handed down in 1054, the FPC is .required to regulate 
the, price of natural gas at the Wellhead, if that gas 
goes into interstate commerce. '-'.■'■ 

. JTho result of Ihis is Jobvious— it imperils , the 
future i supply ? of gas to non-producing states, and. 
thus goes straight against the' interest of all gas users, 
existing and potential. It is widely recognized that 
remedial action is needed. The President, for in- 
stance, has called for legislation insuring gas con- 
sumer protection, incentive's for supply development, 
fair and competitive producer prices, end of utility- 
type controls, and encouragement of; sales to interstate 
markets. 

These objectives are all covered in proposed 
legislation which would eliminate the damaging util- 
ity-type controls. At /the same* time, it would give 
the FPC very broad, powers to see that the price 
charged by a producer does not exceed the reason- 
able market price.

Non-Inflationary Stimulus Needed 

Two leading Democratic Senators— Magnuson of 
Washington and Smathers of Florida— have intro- 
duced a. measure which would repeal the three per 
cent excise tax on freight transportation and the ten 
per cent passenger transportation tax. .The relief 
would apply to railroads, motor carriers, airlines and 
waterway, carriers. 

Senator Smathers has clearly and compellingly 
explained the need for this legislation. He said: 
"Today's" recession is caused, largely, by the buying 
public's lack of confidence . . . What is needed is. a 
non-inflationary stimulus to dur economy. . , « We 
believe that the repeal of these taxes would provide 
that spark. . 

"Transportation affects the pocketbook of every 
one of us. It makes up 21 per cent of America's 
gross national . product. Few products of the farm, 
the mine or the factory/ are consumed where they are 
produced. All that we eat and all that we wear is 
carried in. public transportation — usually several 
different times — before reaching' the ultimate con- 
sumer. And each time these products are carried by 
public transportation a 3 per cent tax is paid. It is 
easy to see how this pyramiding of costs adds to in- 
flation. 

This type of a tax cut on all transportation should 
result in lower prices and encourage an increased 
activity on the part of consumer purchases,. Loss of 
Federal revenue would be relatively small ... far 
outweighed by the beneficial effects of this import- j 
ant business stimulant." The senator added thai* 
small businessmen would benefit especially from re- 
peal of the. freight tax. They cannot afford tq oper- 
ate their own fleet of trucks, as can the large business, 
and must rely on public transportation. 

It is highly significant that, according to Senator 
Smathers, 13 of the 15 members of the Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee ere co-sponsors of the 
tax repeal measure. The case for it is overwhelm- 
ingly strong. *

Ice Hockey Grows 
In Popularity 

WASHINGTON— Ice hockey, lit- 
tle known outside Canada a genera-* 
tion ago, has soared to interna- 
tional popularity. 

As evidence of the game's suc- 
cess, more than a dozen nations 
' —including the United States and 
the Soviet Union, entered the 1958 
world championships in Oslo, Nor- 
way. 

Hockey may have developed 
from a crude sort of stick game 
played by ancient - Persians. A 
form of field hockey became pop- 
ular in medieval Europe where 
the game got Its name. "Hockey" 
is a corruption of the old French 
word "hoquet," meaning a shep- 
herd's crock. 

But modern Ice hockey Js un- 
questionably a Canadian inven- 
tion. Though the precise place and 
date of its origin are disputed, 

students at the McGUl University 
played the game in the 1870' s on 
the St. Lawrence river. They used 
canes, brooms and branches to 
bat a hard rubber ball back and 
forth.

'Fire Hoses' On Sun 
Spray Atom Particles 

WASHINGTON — The sun has 
big "fire hoses" shooting into 
space. When, as the sun rotates, 
one ol them happens to spray the 
earth with stream of inflnitesim- 
ally minute atomic particles, the 
result is a big magnetic storm, 
which causes disruption of radio 
communication through wide 
areas' of the world and a great 
display of, the aurora or northern 
lights. 

Such storms ^an sometimes be 
forecast, it now appears, by ob- 
serving the intensity of certain 
visible-light lines— especially one 
green line emitted by highly- ion- 
ized iron atoms— in the spectrum 
Of the corona, the "crown" of 
pearly white luminescense which 
always surrounds the sun but can 
be seen by the naked eye. only 
during the brief momenta of solar 
eclipses. 

The brightness of this green line 
on the sun and the occurence of 
certain magnetic storms on the 
earth are probably associated, ac- 
cording to a report from the Har- 
vard College Observatory.

These tubes were regarded as 
male or female, according to cer- 
tain marks placed on them. Before 
departure of a- war party these 
.tubes were filled with tobacco and 
smoked toward the four points of 
the compass, to the tribal fetishes, 
and to all the objects that were 
to be used In the campaign. Each 
warrior smoked his own cigarette. 
At the close of the ceremony the 
* tubes were deposited In shrines 
.dedicated to the war god These 
generally were in caves. Hundreds 
of these tubes were found In fire- 
places during excavation of the 
great Indian "apartment house" 
at Case Grande, Arizona, in 1907. 
The surfaces were charred but the 
objects still were distinguishable. 
Large numbers of similar tubes 
have been found in caves through 
the Gila and Salt River Valleys. 
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New World Had 
Lost 'Golden' Age 

WASHINGTON— There probably 
was a lost "golden age" In aborig- 
inal New World culture. Art In 
aboriginal America may have 
reached Its heights In the Jade 
carvings of Mexico and Central 
America. This was an art which, 
by and large, has remained un- 
known to the re|t of the world. 
The creations achieved by the In- 
dian carvers rival and surpass 

those found elsewhere In the world. 

Such la *he conclusion of the late 
Dr. William Foshag, former Smith- 
sonian Institution curator of geol- 
ogy, in a report on the mineralogy 
of Jade articles recovered from 
Guatemalan archeologlcal sites. 

The artistry displayed In the 
Guatemalan Jade figures, saya Dr. 
Foshag, "presupposes a long and 
ancient artistic development dur- 
ing a civilization or culture of 
which we know very little. When 
the missing chapters in the history 
.of Central American cultures are 
eventually revealed it will more 
than likely be found that the de- 
velopment of the . art of jade carv- 
ing will not only parallel that of 
China but be essentially contem- 
poraneous with it." 



Proper Diet Helps 
Teeth Resist Decay 

CHICAGO— The best ^preventive 
for tooth decay is the development 
of teeth with a "high resistance" 
to decay, according to the Ameri- 
can Medical Association Council 
on Foods and Nutrition. 

The child's diet during the for- 
mation period should consist of a 
"generous selection of foods from 
all the basic food categories." 
They should be carefully cooked to 
preserve the original nutrient val- 
ues. 

An ample supply of vitamin D 
(obtained mainly from vitamin D 
fortified milk and sunshine) should 
be provided dally. 
' A highly desirable factor In over- 
all diet planning for the develop- 
ment of caries-resistance is the 
growing availability of fluoridated 
water supplies. Small amounts of 
fluorine help prevent tooth decay. 

After the teeth are fully formed 
and have erupted in the mouth, the 
same attention must be paid to the 
diet. In ' addition, the eating of 
Sticky, high-carbohydrate foods 
that adhere to the teeth should be 
restricted. 



Fire Prevention Week 
Scores Hit In Ankara 

NEW YORK— The U. S. Air

As is true for other local govern-, 
merits, the principal tax levied by 
a park district vis for the general 
corporate fund. For. many years', 
previous to the Park District Godi- 
•flcation Act of 1951, there were 
many types of park districts, such as 
Submerged Land Park Districts, 
Pleasure Driveway a n( * Park % Dis- 
tricts and Township Park Districts. 
Such districts have various tax 
rate limits, with .township park dis- 
tricts having the lowest rate limit. 
In 1955 the General* Assembly passed 
an Act which makes it possible for 
all park districts then in existence, 
by referendum, to come up to the 
same ultimate limit, 10c per $100 
valuation. All new districts created 
since the effective date of the 1955 
Act (July 11, 1955) commence with 
a .corporate fund limit of 8c t but 
with the right, to increase this limit 
to 10c by a later election. 

Park districts have additional 
taxing powers. With voter ap- 
proval, they may levy a tax of not 
to succeed 4c per $100 of valuation 
for recreational fund purposes,, 
Also, by a successful referendum, 
* they may levy an additional cor- 
porate tax of 4c. 

Thus, park districts, totalling ap- 
proximately 144 in Illinois, fit into 
the definition of special districts. 
They are a separate entity, with a 
governing body and taxing powers.

^Washington —Antibiotic Vbeers", 
the culture filtrates resulting from 
the manufacture of life-saving 
drugs against infectious diseases; 
may hold the secret weapon against 
cancer, it was reported today by the 
Health News Institute of New! 
York. " 

A massive, screening program' 
tinder rthe direction of the Cancer 
Chemotherapy National Service 
Center of the National (Institutes tofi 
Health In Betheada, Md„ in cooper- 
ation with the pharmaceutical and! 
chemical industry, as well as that 
of the academic and research insti- 
tutions, has screened and 'evaluated 
thousands of synthetic compounds in 
addition to the antibiotic "beers." 
To date over 80,000 materials have 
been submitted for screening. 

"Significant anti-cancer activity 
hasbeen discovered in over 100 of 
the antibiotic 'beer' materials sub- 
mitted by. the pharmaceutical in- 
dustry, according to officials of the 
National Service Center," the HN1 
said. "A good many of these 'beers', 
are now under active fractionation 
by the pharmaceutical industry."; M 

-The program represents art ex- 
panded empiric approach to supple- 
ment the basic research approaches 
in the cancer: field, the HNI said. 
The screening program is an explor- 
ation of promising chemical, bio- 
logical and pharmacological leads 
against. animal tumors, and even in 
human tumors grown in animals. 
The activity sought is one which 
would cause a tumor to stop grow- 
ing, or even to waste away. 

Since the beginning of the joint 
program between industry and gov- 
ernment in. May, 1956, over 20,000 
synthetic chemical compounds and' 
over 30,000 antibiotic, culture fil- 
trates have . been submitted. More 
than half of the synthetic com- 
pounds screened were not originally 
developed for medicinal purposes. 

The program involves testing ma- 
terials against three types of mouse 
tumors in accordance with standard 



procedures ;set iby ;the National jSerr; 
vice Center. It ^requires 190,000 
laboratory lanimaliitests^peryear^

THE STANCE 

The stance Is a bowling funda- 
mental of prime Importance. Al- 
ways choose a stance that Is a 
comfortable and relaxed one. As a 
generaj rule, use a stance that 
(eels natural and produces the best 
results. 

First, determine your starting 
position. The distance you staud- 
from the foul line should range 
from twelve to fifteen feet and de- 
pends on the number of Bteps, the 
length of stride, the slide, and the 
speed with which you ivake your 
approach. By going through the 
steps in .your approach a couple of 
times, you can determine what la 
the best distance for you. 

Most bowlers recommend that 
the body be moderately erect, lean- 
ing partially forward, with the 
knees bent. But as in the selection 
ot a ball, the beginner should try a 
number of stances and select the 
one which Is most comfortable and 
natural. Short people generally 
prefer to stand more erect so that 
they can get the advantage of a 
full backswing while. taller people 
tend to bend forward from Che 
waist slightly to cut down on back* 
swing. 

Slip your Augers Into position, 
supporting most of the weight ox 
the ball In your non-bowling hand. 
Face the pins squarely with your 
eyes on the target With knees 
slightly bent anil feet slightly 
•part, you are now ready to begin 
your approach. - tM

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING 
CHAPTER 3 OF THE ORDIN-

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF

SECTION I: That Chapter 3 con- 
cerning "Miscellaneous Offenses" of 
the Ordinances of the Village of 
Antloch, Illinois, be and the same 
is hereby amended as follows: 

Section 1: Disorderly Conduct. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to 
be guilty of disorderly conduct or of 



any conduct tending toward a breach 
orthe Jpeace; The causing or mak- 
ing of any unnecessary loud noise 
or shouting or yelling shall be con- 
sidered disorderly conduct, r|i & } 

Section 2 : Unlawful Assemblages, 
It shall ibe 'Unlawful to collect, 
gather or "be a member Cbf ?any :dla-j 
orderly /crowd, lor lariy crowd gath- 
ered for any unlawful purpose. 

Section 3: Fighting, It shall be 
unlawful for any person to know- 
ingly shirt a fight, to fight or to 
commit^iny assault or battery in 
any public , place fin the Village. m<\ 

Section 4: Posting Bills.* It shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to post any bills: or ad- 
vertisements on any (public prop- 
erty without the authority of the 
President and Board of Trustees; 
and it shall be unlawful to post any 
bill or advertisement on any prop- 1 
erty without the written Consent' of 
the owner thereof. '. 

Section 5: Soliciting or peddling. 
It shall be unlawful for any person 
to go upon the premises for the pur- 
pose of soliciting orders/ selling or 
peddling without the consent or in- 
vitation - of the owner , or" occupant.' 

Section 0: -Placing Advertising 
Matter in Motor Vehicles. It shall 
be unlawful for any person; firm or 
corporation, whether: a licensed bill 
poster or not, to distribute hand 
bills, circulars, dodgers, pamphlets, 
cards, pictures, or advertising mat- 
ter of any kind whatsoever, by
